Can the railroad be saved again?

BOYNE CITY - It looks like it may 
take another last-ditch miracle effort to 
save the Boyne Valley Railroad. 

Five years ago, a group of investors 
was hastily pulled together the day 
before the tourist railroad was to be 
split up and sold at an auction. 

But unless something similar hap- 
pens soon, the railroad may have to be 
sold for scrap. . 


The board of directors of the railroad 
met last week to learn that a local 
development group has decided to end 
negotiations to purchase the railroad. 

The board had for several months 
been discussing a possible deal with 
Lake Associates, a local condominium 
development group headed by Rick and 
Dave Smjth, 

According to railroad board member 
Pat Cassidy, Rick Smith told the board 


last week that Lake Associates had 
regretfully decided not to invest in the 
railroad. 

Extremely high interest rates and an 
unfavorable marketing study were the 
main reasons the group decided not to 
purchase the BYRR, Cassidy said. 

That leaves the door open for a scrap 
dealer to buy the railroad’s 7.2 miles of 
tracks, Cassidy said, even though the 
board would like to sell it to someone

who is interested in preserving the 
railroad. : 

Cassidy said the sale of the railroad to 
either a scrap dealer or some other 
interested party is necessary because 
the BYRR has debts to pay, and ‘‘Some 
of the stockholders are now in a position 
where they absolutely have to sell.’’ 

He said the only way to possibly save 
the railroad at this point would be if an 
individual or group came up with a 
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down payment of about $30,000 and 
paid off the additional estimated 
$100,000 value of the railroad within 12 
to 18 months. 

Cassidy said one scrap dealer had 
estimated that the BVRR rails alone 
would be worth about $60,000, and 
selling the railroad ties would net 
another $20,000. The dealer has made a 
bid to buy the railroad, and unless 
another offer is forthcoming the scrap 
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dealer’s bid may have to be accepted, 
Cassidy said. 

“There is a strong sentiment on the 
board to keep the railroad intact if at all 
possible, but we have to satisfy these 
debts. The indications right now are 
that this could be the end if some- 
body doesn’t. come forward right 
away.’’

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY - Deputy 
sheriff Dale Boehm is a familiar figure 
in the county, having served in the 
sheriff's department for seven years.

Drug bust sends a message 


The lawmen who organized last 
week's major drug bust know they still 
have a long way to go to slow down drug 
use in the county—but they think they 
have sent out a strong message. 

“We know we didn’t get all the drug 
dealers in the county and these arrests 
won't put an end to drug use here,”’ 
said County Prosecutor Scott Beatty. 

‘But, we are letting people know that 
we definitely do have a problem here. 
Hopefully, it will wake some people 
up,”’ he said. 

‘‘We're also telling drug dealers that 
we're not just going to stand by and let 
them get away with this type of thing,” 
Beatty said. 

Beatty and Sheriff George Lasater 
coordinated a seven-month undercover 
drug investigation that culminated with 
the issuance of 86 warrants charging 68

illegal drugs.” 

Two-thirds of the 68 suspects were 
arrested and charged in an early 
morning raid last Thursday, Aug. 20. 

About 40 sheriff's deputies, city 
police officers and auxiliary police 
personnel from throughout the county 
assisted with the arrests, which began 
about 5 a.m. 

Suspects arrested in Charlevoix were 
taken to the county jail, while those 
atrested in Boyne City and East Jordan 
were handcuffed and taken to guarded 


school buses parked in the downtown 
area, When most of the arrests were 
made, the buses were driven to the jail. 

At the jail, District Court Judge 
Harvey Varnum arraigned the suspects 
in a day-long session. 

The drug investigation began when 
Sheriff Lasater authorized an exchange 
program of sheriff's deputies. A Char- 
levoix County deputy went to work 
undercover in another county, while a 
deputy from that county—which was 
not revealed—came to work on the 


undercover investigation here. 

“Once there, each deputy would 
obtain contacts with that county’s drug 
dealers and secure evidence,’’ Beatty 
said in a press statement. ‘‘Once the 
program began in Charlevoix County, 
the visiting deputy became well known 
to the county’s drug dealers and was 
making numerous buys each week.”’ 

The Charlevoix County Board of 
Commissioners cooperated with the 
investigation by providing funding for 
the undercover deputy to purchase 
drugs. 


Beatty noted that without this sup- 
port, the investigation would not have 
been as successful, since cocaine sells 
for about $2,000 per ounce. Also sold to 
the undercover deputy was marijuana at 
about $40 per ounce and LSD for ''S3 a 
hit.” 

The sheriff and prosecutor praised 
the police chiefs of-Boyne City, East 
Jordan and Charlevoix who also as- 
sisted in the investigation by provid- 
ing names of alleged drug dealers at the 
beginning of the undercover investiga- 
tion. 


Suspects range from 15 to 36 


Those arrested in last week’s drug 
investigation ranged from 15 to 36 years 
of age, Sheriff George Lasater said.

“It's a sad thing, though, because 
once it’s gone, it will never be re- 
placed,"* Cassidy said. 

The Smiths really tried hard to find 
a way to save it. They paid to have a 
detailed analysis of the railroad done, 
and anybody who wanted to buy it could 
probably get a lot of information from 
them. Unfortunately, the conclusion of 
their study was that it would take about 
three years to get the railroad to a 
break-even basis.” 

The railroad was run as a tourist 
operation in the early 1970's by Hollis 


A group of local business people 
taised enough money to purchase the 
tight-of-way and enough equipment to 
again run the railroad as a tourist train. 
After operating for three summers, the 
BYVRR encountered bad luck and a slow 
economy and again ceased operating 
due to lack of sufficient capital.

The shores of St, James’ spectacular 
harbor almost form a circle, half a mile 
actoss and a mile long, so it makes an 
ideal place to water ski, sail and, of 
course, moor in almost complete sec- 
urity.

Ever since | have been a member of 
this interesting family, I have heard 
people rave about Leona's butterscotch 
pie. Mary has tried to make pie like her 
mother did. The last time I saw her I 
told her that I would try to find the 
tecipe for her mother's butterscotch 
pig. 

She said that cooked brown sugar 
filling would not do and neither would 
butterscotch pudding mix. She thought 
that her mother made a caramel syrup 
for it. 

A friend found this recipe for me in an 
ald Better Homes and Gardens maga- 
zine. | made this for my daughter's 
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birthday. She loved it. And she is my 


severest critic. This pie tates very rich | 


but not too sweet. 

Mary and her brother, Walter, were 
reminiscing about a time that there was 
a pie social in their community and 
Walter and Mary coaxed and cried to 
go. But Leona said that they could not 
because she needed to stay at home 
with her mother who was ill. 

So Leona made butterscotch pies for 
the children to eat at home. Walter and 
Mary told how the two of them each ate 
half of a pie, then argued about who had 
eaten the biggest half. 

They wonder now how they ever did 
it. Mary Ellen, maybe no one cati make 
a pie that will taste like the ones your 
mother made, but here is a delicious 
substitute. Hope you like it. 

LEONA’S BUTTERSCOTCH PIE 
‘A cup sugar 
4 cup boiling water 
‘4 cup packed brown sugar 
1/3 cup all-purpose flour 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
VA cups milk 
3 beaten egg yolks 
2 beaten whole eggs 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 9”" pastry shell, baked and cooled 
3 egg whites 
Y, teaspoon cream of tartar 
‘A teaspoon vanilla 
1/3 cup sugar 

In a small skillet melt the “% cup 
sugar till golden; gradually add the % 
cup boiling water, stirring till mixture is 
blended. In saucepan combine brown 
sugar, flour, and salt. Stir in milk and 


caramelized sugar syrup. Cook and stir | 


till thickened and bubbly. 

Combine yolks and whole eggs. 
Gradually stir about half of the pudding 
mixture into eggs. Return to saucepan, 
cook and stir till bubbly. Stir in butter or 
margarine and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Pour 
into pastry shell. 

Beat egg whites, cream of tartar and 
the “% teaspoon vanilla till soft peaks 
form. Gradually add the 1/3 cup sugar, 
beating to stiff peaks. Spread over hot 
filling, sealing meringue to edges. 

Bake in 350 degree oven for 12 to 15 
minutes.

They supply island —

What rhymes with ‘‘stag or a 
phobia?’ The answer is agoraphobia. 

" Agoraphobia is what you have if you 

panic: when you. find yourself ‘sur- 
rounded by big empty: spaces—like 
millions of acres of water.. It’s the 
opposite of claustrophobia, which is 
what you have if you panic when stuck 
in a little place you don’t think you can 
get out of—like an island. 

To keep people from feéling there’s 
too much space on the one hand or too 
little on the other hand, Beaver Island 
has ferry boats plying Lake Michigan all 
day and two air taxi services winging 
back and forth day and night. 

First, boats. Years ago the absentee 


owner of the only ferry boat serving the” 


island took his boat elsewhere and left 
the island high and dry. Maybe high 
and dry is a good way for an island to 
be, but cars and lumber and mail and 
people can’t get back and forth without 
transportation. The island people got 
their own ferry boat and saved the day. 

History repeats itself, and the boat 
company has again been bought by 
mainland ownership, only this time it 
has meant not fewer boats, but more. 
There are two and sometimes three of 
them making regular daily runs in the 
summer months, and one to two, 
depending on the need, through spring 
and fall. 

But from about Christmas until April 
the Harbor is locked in ice, and air 
service becomes the island’s only life-

line. - The’ township’s ‘airport, wicks 
Phillips Flying Service lands, has a 
paved, lighted runway and a comfor- 
table terminal building—e far cry from 
the two turf runways of earlier times. 

But in old times:and modern, it’s the 
airports that bring the people and take 
them off in winter. And the mail. And 
lumber and feed-and cement blocks and 
chainsaw parts and groceries. Cases of 
beer and liquor come by air, and game 
goes off by air. 

Iremember my surprise, followed by 
a sense of the logic of it, during 
trapping season.one winter, when a 
Phillips pilot opened the nose compart- 
ment and I saw a frozen beaver staring 
glassily out at me. 

The other airport on the island is the 
base of Welke Aviation, a brisk family 
business with taxi, charter and freight 
service, too. 


Pilots get used to the unusual. 
Recently, Welke flew to the mainland in 
the middle of the night with an expec- 
tant mother in labor, and many a baby 
has its first plane ride coming home 
from the hospital. 


Just the other day someone cut a 
finger nearly off with a table saw. The 
victim and the finger were loaded on a 
plane and rushed to a hospital, where 
they were successfully reunited, thanks 
to quick action. 

Ferry boats and planes are what keep 
the people supplied and healthy on this 
agoraphobic island.
